Pay Rolls Cut Down. 


This news came as a surprise be- 


cause of the fact that local railway 
managements have been t:.il;ing hope- 
fully of the bVdness .sltii.-.:ion. and as- 
serting that there had not been.any 
large discharge of employes by rail- 
roads. It was asserted generally that 
the discharge of men had proceeded 
Illtlc If any further than Is customary 
(luring the winter months.

The condition of railway employes Is 


further described by tho statement 
that some of the roads, Instead of re- 
ducing wage* or forces, have reduced 
the working hours of nun paid by tho 
hour. "This has been rendered neces- 
sary," according tn tho explanation, 
"by tho fart Unit expenses wore In 
creasing more rapidly than earnings. 
Twenty-two roads In all section of tho 
country reported that while their gross 
earnings for November last were Jl,- 
233.40!) over those of Nox'omber. 1902. 
their expenses showed an increase of 
J2.312.U01, making a decrease of $1,- 
(i7y.4"2 In net earnings." 


It la further stated that the reduc- 


tion In force- and wanes by tho Indus- 
trial companies rofom'.l to means a 
restriction of output which must even- 
tually affect the gross earnings of the 
railroads.

BLAME FOR_ HOLOCAUST 


Law Makes It Necessary to Prove 


Identity of Persons Who Died Be- 


cause of Locked Exit. 


Chicago, Jan. 0.—"Make every, pos- 


sible effort to ascertain the Identity 
of some person who died In this cor- 
ner." 


State's Attorney Dencen made this 


request of Coroner Traoger as they 
stood at the end of the blind gallery 
passage, where, before a locked exit, 
more than thirty of the victims of 
the Irocitiuis disaster were found. 
In 


this request, repeated at every point 
where bodies were found, State's At- 
torney Deneen gave the key to one 
of the gravest questions that will con- 
front the grand.jury in fixing the 
criminal responsibility, for deaths; 


It will not Im .siilliclent for the pur- 


poses of a criminal prosecution for 
the coroner to show that the locked 
door 
was 
responsible 
for 
thirty 


deaths, even If the responsibility for 
thu locked door is fixed. 
In order to 


sustain a nro.iccutlon for manslaugh- 
ter it will be necessary for the cor- 
oner to determine the Identity of one 
or more of the individuals whose 
deaths the elixir caused. 


It will not be siilliclent to show that 


the three steps leading out of the 
first balcony to the main stairway 
caused over a score of persons to fall 
anil die. Tho Identity t>f ones or more 
of these persons must be -proven In 
court before a charge of manslaugh- 
ter can bo sustained. 


Appreciating the technicalities of 


tho law, which require minute proofs, 
the state's attorney cautioned the cor- 
oner to mnko especial efforts to ascer- 
tain tho Identity of persona who died 
at each of the exits.

search for his wife and r,on, killed In 
the theater, liar, convinced him that 
they have been claimed and burled by 
strangers.

draw to a small market town, where 
the people closed their shops. 


Securing

off on a pilluslni; expedition. Though 
a large reward waa uttered, he had tho 
courage to vluii lilicKpo, his native 
village.
